— Queen Victoria re- 
turned to Windsor on Thuradiiy from 
Osborne, Isle of Wigbt. I'revioua to her 
departure from- the inland, Her Majesty 
went to Whippingbam church, near 
Osborne Hoaee, and deposited a wreath 
upon tlie casket contiiininp the renuiina 
of Prince Henry of Baltenberu. There 
was no extra display of buiitini; and the 
salute from the t^uiiu of the ship.s alloat 
and forts ashore, usual when the Queen 
passes through Portsmouth, were, by 
Her Majesty's orders, omitted upon the 
uucasipn of her leaving the Isle of 
Wighti out of respect to the memory of 
her late son-in-law. 

The Princess of Wales, on belialf of 
the Queen, will hold two drawinj; rooms 
lit Buckingham pahu'e,' one on JNlarcli 11 
and another on Aiu il lil. She will hold 
two more drawin); rooms in May. Al- 
though these fuuttioiis do something to- 
wards brightening up the season, no 
doubt the court mourning for Prince 
IIei)i-y of Kattenberg will east a kIooiu 
over ibe world of society, from which 
complete rei.:overy is impossible for some 
time to eotne. liut the matter might 
have been worse bad not Her Majesty 
been persuaded to listen to the repre- 
sentations of tliose who had the interei^t 
of WestEnd tradespeople at heart, who 
showed the Queen that a great loss of 
business to them would result from a 
long period of mourning.

MATTERS POLITICAL. 

An election has Ik.mmi taking [ilace in 
Montrose, the candidates being Jdr. 
John Morley, formerly member of par- 
liament for Newcastle-on-Tyne, Liberal 
(at one time Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land), who was defeated for the by- 
election July 17 and at tlie time of the 
general election, and Mr. John Shiress- 
Will, Q. 0. The poUinj; has been heavy, 
and it is said to be pretty certain that 
Mr. Morley has been elected. , 

Prof. William F. H. Leekey, Liberal- 
Unionist ineinberof Parliament for Dub- 
lin University, made his maiden speech 
in the House of Commons on Jloiiday. 
Ilia remarks left an excellent impres- 
sion. The professor favored the exercise 
of clemency towards the Irish political 
prisoners, and spoke of the proposals of 
the Conservative leader in the house, 
lit. Hon. A. J. Balfour, to alter the rules 
by placing a limit upon the discussion of 
su[)j)ly. The propositionhascauKed much 
stir even among the Consei vafives, who 
deprecate drastic measiircs, which would 
compel a conclusion of the discussion on 
the twentieth day, only one day weekly 
to be devoted to it. .Naturally there 
were a number ofainendnientspioposed, 
aiul among them it was suggested to in- 
(treaso the limit of the period of discus- 
sion of supply to 25 or even 30 days. 

rORKIGX IIOItSKS AND CATTLE. 

Tlie Scotch farmers have pronounced 
objections to the bill introduced by Mr. 
Walter Long, president of the board of 
agriculture, to the exclusion of foreign 
cattle. They base their objections on 
the fact that Canadian store cattle have 
proved a success and are so robust that 
the farmers cannot be prevailed upon to 
believe' that these animals introduced 
pleuro-pneumonia into Great Britain. 

The Field 'publishes an article on the 
importation of American horses in which 
it ia suggested that they be examined on 
their arrival here by official veterinary 
surgeons, adding: " It is imposBible to 
be too careful that glanders and other 
diseases are not introduced by American 
and other horses. We are credibly in- 
formed that the Canadian government 
has ordered inquiries to be made in 
Great Britain as to the sanitary condi- 
tion of horses imported from America." 

BALLINGTON BOOTH. 

Bramwell Booth, chief of staff at the 
London ollice of the Salvation Army, 
to-day informed a representative of the 
Associateti Press that there was no truth 
in the rejiort cabled from America that 
Commander Balliiigton I^ootb h:id been 
forcibly moved f I'oiii the command of the 
American territoi-y. He said tliat 
the resignation of Ballington Booth from 
the oflice of commander wass deeply de- 
])lored at the London headquarters, lie 
does not believe the statements nuide 
tiiat acts of retaliation on the jires- 
ent American otlicers of the Salvation 
Army will follow, as the result of the 
loss of their favorite commander. He 
says that in the support of the work in 
America, he has good reason to expect 
that all the officers there will remain 
faithful to the army. 

Mr. C. M. Moore, the manager of the 
New Vork linn of Tid'any & Co.'s Pans 
brancli jewelry store, lias asked the 
police to lind a man named Nandorir, 
who in some manner not explained ob- 
tained a check book from a bank and 
signed Mr. Moore's name to the checks, 
which were afterwards cashed to the 
amount of G0,000 francs, at the Ameri- 
c.in banking house of Morgan, Hai-jes & 
Co. NandorlTis believed to have (led from 
this city. 

President Faure, received to-day Gen . 
Ducliesne, the commander of the French 
expedition sent to the islaiid of Mada- 
gascar, who has just returned here after 
terniinating the etiecessful campaign 
which has resulted in making JLidagiis- 
car a portion of the French re])ublic. 
The President heartily felicitated the 
general upon bis achievement in adding 
u glorious page to the military history 
of I'"nince. 

The Admiralty lias ordered that the 
iu!w fast cruiser Gladiator be litted for 
the consumption of petroleum. This is 
the first experiment of the kind in the 
British navy. 

The Secretary of State for the Colon- 
ies, Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, in 
addition to a number of innovatioiia 
which have earned him the name of 
"Piistiful Joe," is widely extending the 
emigration department of the Colonial 
oflice, and is to ask parliament for 
grants of money for this purpose and to 
provide a htrger staff for bis office. 

A letter from U. S. ambassador 
Baytird expressing thanks for the 
receijit of a coiiy of the [irologue of the 
entertainment given by Jirighton 
College, insisting upon the contiiiuanci! 
of Anglo-AuKU-icaii friendsliip, has been 
jitiblished. Mr. Buyartl says I hail with 
delight this evidence of llie generous 
conlidence and companionship of the 
great human family io which God has 
given the Fnglish language. It is a 
wise thought to inculcate international 
sympathies in the schools of each 
country. It is the way the twig is bent 
that the tree inclines. I hope tlie 
British onk and American hickory will 
always incline to friendship towards 
each other.

Trouble in the Provincial Government -,- 
Business Failures — Among the 
Politicians. 

MoNTUKAL, Feb. 22.— (Special)— There 

is a political crisis and the Taillon gov- 
ernment has been sitting for the past 
three days. Hon. Mr. Nantel, minister 
of public works, says he will resign if 
certain things do not take place, while 
Hon.^Mr. Pelletier and others declare 
they will resign if they do.

BRITAIN AND TURKEY. 

Henry M. Stanley Blames the Powers for 
Staylne the Hand of the Mother 
Country. 

Lo.NDON, Feb. 22. — Replying to a re- 
(|iicst asking liim to attend a meeting of 
people in sympathy with the Armeni- 
jMis, Henry M. Stanley, the African ex- 
plorer, has written a letter blaWing the 
Powers for staying Great Britain's hand 
when she was on the eve, he says, of 
taking action in the premises. Coulinu- 
iiig, Mr. Stanley remarks: "But if 
we try to discover what jiarticu- 
lar power is blameable, we shall 
probably find that wo are to blame 
for an act, seeminglj; having no relation 
to Armenia, yet which could be proved 
to have been the cause of our impotence. 
Had we settled with Veinessiiela, Secre- 
tary Olney would not have seiit tlifi tdig- 
patch which tempted the Margpis of 
Salislniry to reply with af thesis on M6n-. 
r. eisui, which induced President Cleve-' 
land's menacing messnijo and paralyzed 
our iiitentions toward the Sultan. The 
government would probtibly have dared 
the resentment of the hhiropean powers 
and have coerced the Sultan, had 
not the miserable Venezuelan stiuab- 
ble intruded so iiiopiiortuiiely and re- 
vealeiJ to us the deep hatred of the 
Americans. Then followed the Jame- 
son raid, which revealed the extraordin- 
ary ambitions of Germany, and Cbrii- 
pelled us to be still more wary and prU- 
dent." Mr. Stanley's letter continues 
by pointing out the jealousy which pre- 
vented the concert of the powers, and 
concludes: "To speak of the atrocities 
would entail deiling with foreign afTuirs^ 
which had better be left to the diplomats 
for the present." ^

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow tlio sum of 
^120,000 in .inticipalion of the re- 
.ceipt of its revenue for the year 1896. 

Whereas hy virtue of the "Municipal iSct, 
ISifJ," and ameiidinK Acts, every Muuiclpality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sura of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown hy the rcvited assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest as mny be retiulsite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of tbe 
auiiual revenue before the revenue lor the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real proiierty, bb 
shown by the revised assessment roll . of the 
Municipality ol the City ol Victoria lor the year 
I89S, was t2u2,619.03: 

And whereas to meet the current legol ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1890 payable out of the annual 
revenue beiore such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it is rc'iuislte 
for the said Corporotlon to borrow a sura of 
money not exceeding f 120,000: 

Therefore the Uunlclpnl Council of the Cor- 
poration of tho ulty of Victoria enacts ns fol- 
lows;— 

See. 1. It shall be lawlul for tho Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon tbe 
credit of tbe said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or firms, corporation or corpor- 
ationB,who may be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of f l'2O,0OO in such amounts and at such 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion of the Mayor and the 
rinance Committee of the Council, be required, 
bearin); interest at a rate not exceeding Ave per 
centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended In defraying the current legal expenses 
of the said Corporation for the year 18%, nnd 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to the leader or lenders 
thereof on or before the Sist day of December, 
l.>~9u, out ol tbe municipal revenue for tbe said 
year. 

Sec. 3. The amount so borrowed, and Interest 
thercos, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of tbe municipal revenue for 
tbe current year, 1896, and the form of obliga- 
tion to bo given as an acknowledgmfcnt of 
such liability to tbe said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
maybe required, signed by the Mayor and tho 
Finance Commliteo and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, abd bearing tho seal ol tho said 
Corporation, all of which notes sliall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, 1890, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
bnelc of the note to the ctTect that the liability 
of the said Corporation incurred by said 
promissory note or notec sliiiU bo a liability 
payable out of tho municipal reveiiuo for the 
year 1896. 

Sec. 4. In tho construction of this by-law the 
cxpressIonB " land " and " impro\'ements " and 
"real property "shall have, rcHiiectlvely, the 
meanings given to them in tho " Municipal Act. 
1892," and amendments thereof. 

Sec. 6. This by-law may be cited as the '' An- 
nual Ixtau I!y-law, 1896."

DONATIONS WERE LIBERAL, • 

But the Actors Failed to Appreciate the At. 
tention Paid Them— The Chinesje The- 
atre a Scene of Excitement. 

The little eoni])any of actors and " ac- 
torines " who at tho present time are do- 
ing their best to relieve the monotony 
of Chinatown were treated to a genuine 
snrpri.se jjarty during tho progress of 
the Friday evenuig performance, or 
rather ju-st about the time that Friday 
night was drawinjj; into yesterday morn- 
ing, the show being still in progress. 
The stereotype villain was at the time in 
full pursuit, and the sad, sad story of a 
blighted life was teing unfolded in de- 
tail with all the necessary Chinese vari- 
ations. Suddenly a large and juicy po- 
tatojappeared on the gallery horizon and 
shaping its coarse toward the stage 
dropped gracefully in the eye of the 
shrill-voiced heroine. An egg or two 
followed, and then for several raiinites 
the heavy air rained nuscellaneous vege- 
tables, niinor;dH and manufactures, the 
latter cliielly in the line of okl boots.

;)art of an organized plot to cause a little 
riot u h:ch might he utilized to facilitate 
a robbery. The case is Bet for hearing 
in tho ijoiice court to-morrow morning. 

Chain .Soon and Lee Gon are believed 
by the theatre corps, and more parti- 
cularly by Ah Moon, who was the only 
one o? the actors really injured, to have 
been the inatigators of tlie disturbance, 
and a seconi.lary charge! of a.sHault has 
therefore been jireferred against thi'iii, 
with Ah Moon as the comjjlainant. 
Teng Yeiig is a practising Chinese jjhysi- 
cian w'ho is believetl to have entered into 
Friday night's proceedings partly " for 
tho fun of tho thing," and partly to 
help out his friends Soon and Gon, who 
are themselves actors, with the accent 
on the latter syllable.

TJIE MOXKY (H'l'^SriOX. 

There is a great deal of rash writing 
on thia side of the Atlantic about the 
appreciotion of gold and the demone- 
tization of silver. People who know 
very little about these matters write 
and talk about them with the utmost 
conlideiice, but those wliu have studied 
them carefully are moderate in their 
nssertiotis and very far indeed from be- 
ing too positive in their statemcntf. It 
will surprise a good many who 
hear now that the fall in 
prices of late years is with- 
out doubt to be attributed to the 
appreciation of gold, to learn that there 
are many intelligent men who have jiaitl 
a great deal of attention to the subject 
who say that it is exceedingly doubtful 
whether gold has appreciated in the 
slightest degree. There are, they e.ay, 
luany causes which contribute to the 
fall in prices of several commodities, 
such as an excessive .supply, labor- 
saving machinery, the introduction 
of steam and electricity as motive 
powers, etc. There are, besides, soma 
things which have not fallen in price— 
the rent of hoasea and the wages of 
labor, for instance, The price of domes- 
tic animals, too, has not, it is said, 
fallen. If the appreciation or deprecia- 
tion of gold afreets prices it would all'ect 
the prices of everything that is bought 
and sold, rented and hired. Economists 
have drawn up comprehensive tables 
^hovnng the prices of many of the neces- 
■sarieaof Ufe,of luxuries and of labor, lor a 
long series of years. This is what the 
•St. Paul I'ionccr I'rcas says in a late 
issue about thj auppcsctl efl'ccts of the 
•appreciation of gold : 

It is asked, whether the tables 
prepared by C4oubbier, Lauerbach and 
-others are true or false. These tables 
purport to show, and may be accepted 
-as Boowing, that there has been a gen- 
flral fall in the prices of commodities 
since 1873. The same is true of the 
period before 1873, but was not so mark- 
ed until after that time. But the asser- 
tion that this fall in prices was caii.'-:ecl 
by the demonetization of silver docs 
not lesl on a shadow of picjoi. 
It is a mere supposition — a theory. 
We don't helieve that, KuhiTt 
(iiHoii ever made the statement attrib- 
uted ti) liim that gold had appieciateil 
per cent, in tin' lilti'cn years after 
]873. If he did it was a mere matter of 
theory or (jiiiiiinii, uii.suiiported by any 
proof, resting DUibaldy on the fall of 
prices in lliai pcrioil. HiiL the fall of 
prices pruvi's nothing as to its cause 
We have ii-rofiitahle evideiut^ that, it 
wasnotdueto the appreciation of guld 
resulting from the demonelizatiDii of .-li- 
ver. For there is not a single article in 
the whole list included in l.auerbach's 
or other tables, the fall in the price of 
which has not been shown to have re- 
sulted from llie decreased cost of produc- 
tion, through improved machinery, 
cheapened tiaiisportation and other 
causes. JUit amidst this general decline 
of prices there is one thing— t.he princi- 
pal agent in iiroductioii and the chief 
element of its cost— which has not Itilleii 



rifE ONLY ALTERNATIVE. 

The peojile of Manitoba who talk most 
logically on the achool (]ne8tion are 
tho.se who propose to make the schools 
entirely secular. In a community made 
up of people holding different religious 
beliefs there seems to us to be no middle 
way. The public .schools, to whose 
maintenance all are reciuired to contri- 
bute, must be eitlier purely secular or 
they must be denominational — the state 
must either teach everybody's relitliouor 
nobody's religion. If the state decides 
to teach religion in the schools 
the question immediately arises, whose 
religion shall it teach? One denomina- 
tion considers that it has as good a right 
to have its religion taught in the public 
schools as any other denomimition. In 
Manitoba under the present system reli- 
gion is taught in the schools. Those who 
favor that system say that what is 
taught in those schools is that part of 
the Christian religion which is common 
to all denominations; but the Roman 
Catholics say that the religious teaching 
and the religious exercises arc Pro- 
testant. What is to lie done? The 
Roman Catholics have a perfect right to 
their opinion. They say to the Pro- 
testantmajority, " You teach your religion 
in the schools which we help to sup- 
port; why do you excludeour religion, or 
wliy do you not allow us to have our 
own schools in which we can teach our 
own religion?" Then the Mennonites 
chime in and say, " We don't approve of 
the religious teaching prescribed by the 
legislature lor the schools ; let us have 
our own schools and we can teach in 
them the religion in which we helieve." 
Tlie Cliurch of Kiiglaml is strong in 
some districts and its meinliurs might 
naturally say, "If religion is to be taught 
in the government schools, why not let 
us teach our children the tenets 
of our church in the way 
that church approves?" It can 
easily be understood where religious 
teaching forms part of the curriculum 
of the public .schools every denomination 
has the right to demand that the teach- 
ing shall be such us it approves. 

Where the teaching is purely secular 
there are none of these difficulties to 
meet. Mr. Joseph Martin saw this, and 
the school law that he drew up was a 
purely secular one. When religious 
teaching was introduced ho declared 
that the law which compelled the Cath- 
(dics to support schools of the relig- 
iou.s teatdiing of which they did 
not a|iprove, was tyrannical, and 
lie w:is right. Why then did 
not those who believe In liavini; 
religion tauglU in the school.s of Manito- 
ba freely consent to extend to Roman 
Catholics the i)rivilege of having taught 
in schools of their own the religion in 
which they believe" This would have 
been fair and reasonable. In short, 
the majority should have made their 
schools altogether secular or they should 
have allowed them to be denominational. 



unity never showed more signs of accel- 
eration than it does to-day. The policy 
which j)roposes to spend i'rltifih gold to 
ojien up friendly markets in Africa will 
not baulk at facing some exjiense to bet- 
ter the markets and add stability to the 
position of communltloH already estab- 
lished and already friendly. 

It will be found by and by that Can- 
ada is a better place in which to invest 
British money than Egypt or the Argen- 
tine Republic. The resources of Can- 
ada are greater than nmny of the 
countries uf wlilch much is hettnl in 
(ireat Britain, and in which British 
money Is freely spent. The Industrious 
and law-abiding people of Canada, too, 
are more worthy of confidence, more 
willing and more able to pay their debts, 
than many of the foreigners whom 
British capitalists have hitherto been in 
the habit of trusting. 

HAD REPOliTTNG. 

Tiie Times ([uotes a passage from Hon. 
L. II. Duvies' Toronto sijeech which it 
says that the editor of this paper " has 
been exceedingly careful to overlools." 
If the editor of the Times knew as much 
about education in Prince Edword 
Island as a nmn conversant with the 
history of the !)rovinces of this Uomin- 
ion ought to know, ho would also have 
been exceedingly careful to overlook 
that passage. The reporter must 
have misunderstood Mr, Davies, 
for he makes that gentleman claim 
for himself an honor that be- 
longs to Prince ]<;dward Island's great- 
est reformer, the Hon. ficoige Coles. 
The reporter iiiaUea Mr. Davies .say that 
" twenty years ago I had the honor of 
introducing a bill for the adoption of the 
national system of schools in Prince Ed- 
ward Island." The national system of 
scliools was established in that Island 
when Mr. Davies was a hoy going to 
school, at least forty years ago. That 
system was in successful operation many 
years before Mr. Davies entered public 
life. It was free find unsectarian. 
What Mr. Davies did, and did 
manfully, was to resist the "intro- 
duction of the denominational ele- 
ment into that system. In this ho was 
aided by many of the leading Conser- 
vatives of the I'lovince. The bill that 
Mr. Davies alludes to must have been a 
bill to amend the law which established 
the national system. It is greatly lo be 
regretted th:it the passageof Mr. Davies' 
speech which the Times quotes is so un- 
happily worded. We are very euro that 
Mr. Davies did not wish to convey to his 
hearers the idea expressed in the pass- 
age which the Times quotes.

.\ speech which Mr. Vernon, the 
Agent General (or British Columhiti, 
delivered before an Englisli Buard of 
Trade lately, in which he insisted on the 
wisdom of using British capital to build 
up British communities, has greatly 
pleased the Montreal Star. This is how 
that ])aper comments on the Agont- 
(.ieneral's remarks in a leiiditig article : — 
After dwelling before this "home" 
audience on the uniloubted loyalty of 
the colonies, he held that in " face of 
the enormous extent of our trade it was 
our manifest duty to maintain the Em- 
pire in all its integrity and strength, 
and to develop our 'resources. In the 
past, a large amount of surplus British 
capital had been diverted into foreign 
cuuiitries," lu! sliid. "If that moiicy, 
(ir a pnrtioii of it, hiid bcctii put into mil' 
ciiliinics, llie piipuliiliou of tlie coNjiiies 
would have been iloublcd, and our 
[lower to lesisl any oiitsiih^ force would 
liave Ijeen doubled also." If trade 
were the whole of internaLi<iiial 
life, there would bi; consider- 
able to he Haiti in hivor of leav- 
ing it free to follow any channels it 
might clioose. But for the British Mni- 
tiire trade is not the whole duty of a 
people. This very trade must be ]iro- 
tected; and such protection implies con- 
trol of the sea and the stability of the 
lOmpire. Hence it pays Britons to util- 
ize trade to strengthen communities 
which, in turn, will contribute strength 
to the Empire. This is hut common 
sense. It is not merely a ((Uestion of 
what foreign countries may ilo in the 
time of peace with tarid's and the like. 
Canada itself is in no position to shoot 
out the lij) itt foreign cuntries in this 
respect. It is rather a iiuestion of na- 
tional growth. Let us suppose that hy 
reason of any cummercial or financial 
assistance given to Canada, we had been 
able to locate five millions of new ])eople 
on our prairies, making the Dominion 
ton millions strong. Woulil not this 
strengthen the hold of the British Km- 
piro on the northern half of this con- 
tinent? Would not, indeed, such a step 
be practical national politics? 

This is the meaning of the Bnggestivo 
speech of the agent for British Colum- 
bia. .And this kinil of talk is becoming 
more pojuilar every day on the honiG 
market. Ihilaiu is iiii|iarenlly just wak- 
ing ui) to the reality and value of Oaiia- 
diaii loyally.

marketing of provincial grown fruit, so 
as to enable the growc-r to place his fruit 
on the markets to the best advantage 
md thus avoid a glut at one time and an 
insuflicieiit supply at others. Special 
attention is to be paid in the scheme to 
shipping to the North west Territories, 
which nfler a line market for British 
Columbia fruit.

THE SAN JUAN EPISODE!. 

story of the Occurrence About Wbicb Re 
cent Correspondents Have 
Dltrerc'd. 

Tlie following extract frjui the Even- 
ing Kxpress of .Marcli 10, 181)1, puts the 
conduct of Sir Janies Douglas with re- 
siiect to the San .luan Island alluir in the 
proper light. We are gready obliged to 
the lady who sent us the ])Lmi)hlet con- 
taining the newspaper article and many 
documents of historical inte est : 

"We luustnow pass on tulS.jil. Al)out' 
July of that year a settler upo.i San .luau 
Islaml coniniited a theft; on the ~7lh, 
the place is startled by the intelligence 
that United States "troons Inid taken 
posscssson of tlie Island (iiresumcd to be 
Jiritish territory). Tue Governor iiii- 
inediately ordered 11..M.S. Satjllito thi- 
ther and appointed Jlajor do Courcy 
Justice of the I'eace. The Satellite re- 
turneil and announced the report to be 
correct. 11. M.S. Triluine was ordered as 
it was suiipused to drive off tlie loldiers 
and to take possession by force. Jiy the 
beginnlngof August the Plumper was 
tliere also, as well as the Engineers from 
jjritiah Columbia. The commander of 
the United States trooiis had issued an 
order; 'This being I iiited States ter- 
ritory, no laws other than those of the 
United Slates, or courts except such as 
are held Ijy viruie of the said law, will 
be recognized on this Island.' Intense 
excitement at lUis jdace reigneti, and 
jjuhlic patriotic meetings were called, 
and every inunient hostilities Were suii- 
jHised to be ubjut to c:oniiiience, and as 
there were but titi soldiers on the islaiul, 
the result would not be iloubtiul, but no 
one wished the two counli ies to rush 
into war, ndvertlieless everyone was in a 
iearful state of suspense the more par- 
ticularly as fresh accessions of truups 
were expected from Oregon, and one jr 
two email U.S. vessels of war lying in 
San Juan harbor. About August Otli 
II. M.S. Ganges unexpectedly arrived 
wich Admiral Bayues on board, whicli 
altered the whole aspect of affairs, the 
war rumors diminished and it was re- 
l)ort(.'d that the Admiral assorted that no 
w.ir should take place, until the matter 
Jiad been referred home. The .Vineri- 
eans liadadoiie wrong, the British miglit 
do the same, but two wrongs conlil not 
make one right. H.M.S. I'yladea was 
sent to S.m Francisco, with Colonel 
Hawkins on board, l.iearing despatches 
to ller Ml j 'Sty's government; tlie 
weather being oad she bad to return and 
the Oolonal went in the mail steamer a 
few days after. About November Oen- 
e- al Scott arrived in these waters, having 
been sent by the United States govern- 
ment to arrange the dispute. He did not 
land at Victoria. Up to this time a bel- 
ligerent altitude had been maintained 
— a sort of review, for the ollicersof both 
sides mingled together— but now it was 
i-csolvcd that the island should be left 
in joint oet'U|)atioii, the Urilish military 
occupying tne northern end and the 
American the siJiilberii, until the aff.dr 
slioiihl be tinally arranged liy the re- 
spective goveinments. That arrange- 
ment has never lieen completed and ilie 
troops remain tiiere still. It should he 
mentioned, that previous to ihiH, the 
Boundary Commission, appointed by 
both governments to settle the disputed 
boundary between the American and 
British possessions, had arrived and had 
been some time engaged in their work, 
but the coniinisaioiiers could not ngree 
as to the channel through the Haro 
islands. The iOiiglisli thought it would 
be Vancouver's cliannel, and the Ameri- 
cans thought it ouglit to be by the Canal 
de Ilaro; each supp orted their ground 
by very good reasons; iieitlicr side 
WJuld give in and the (piestioii would 
have to be referred to their respective 
governments. (The Satellite was at- 
tached to this conmiiasion.) The dit- 
puted territory was supposed to be un- 
der tlie jurisdiction of these jjarties, and 
therefore the more surprise iit the 
seizure by the Americans under the 
orders of General Harney. The United 
States Commissio.i, however, had not 
d ino anything either to advise or eii- 
cojrage'tho step. It may further be 
meiiiioiied that General ilaniey liad 
been in N'ictoiia a few (lays licloiu the 
eei/.ure, had dined with the Goveiiio)', 
but had not saiil a wi rd to liini upon the 
subject. Now here was a nialter icciuir- 
iiig gieat jiulgu.ent, discretion aiul dig- 
nitv, a position certainly ditlieullenough 
forany man to be placed in. How did 
the Cioveriior support tlio honor of his 
Hovereign? Here is a mesaaijo to the 
Ij .'fcislature : "I have to communicate 
Inr your information the intelligence oi 
the landing of a detachment of United 



States troops on the Island of San Juan 
avowedly for the purpose of asserting the 
sovereignty of the United States to that 
island. 

" ' Having received no information 
from any ijUarter that the governnient 
of the United States even contemplated 
taking possession of any pare of the die- 
puceil leiritory, \vliil« I'lie boundary line 
reiiiaineil unsuttledr 1 ain forced to be- 
lieve that the late Unwarrantable and 
discourteous uct, so contrary to the 
usages of civilized nations, has origin- 
ated in error, and been undertaken with- 
out the autliority of that government. 
* * * * Convinced that any ofheious 
or unjust assumption 00 either side of 
exclusive right to the disputed tarritory 
woukl simply be a mischievous waste of 
energy, neither detracting from nor ad- 
ding force to the claiins of either nation, 
WiHii and considerate pul'ey enjoins upoi 
us the ])art oi leaviiiji so iinporlunt a 
national ijacation for settlement by the 
proper anihorities "nd of avoiding com- 
plications foreign to the views and 
wishes of both govoriuiieuts. * * « 
I'hitertaiiiing such opinions, I have not 
failed to iinprees upon II, M. Xaval otll- 
cers now stationed at San Juan the de- 
sire of II, M. governuieiit to avoid every 
course which might unnecessarily in- 
volve the BUapeiision of amicable rela- 
tions existing between Great Britain and 
the United States- At the same time 
iliose ofHcers have been instructed and 
are prepared to assert the rights and to 
maintain the honor and dignity of our 
sovereign and her dominions. ' 

" Captain Pickett had asserted that if 
an attempt were niade to land troops he 
would resist, of course knowing very 
well Ihiit be could he easily beaten. It 
was Hupposeti that tlie Hritisli soldiers 
had orders to land by force, but f(jr some 
reason or other they did not. I'l obably 

H. .\l. otlicers svoiil'Uuot undertake the 
responsibility of declaring war. They 
//c^civi/ tbalLUiptain Pickett would op- 
jiose them- This (Japtaju I'ickett is now 
ill the tloiifederate sorviee. 

" A week or two alter a letter was re- 
ceived from General Ilarney, who was 
stationed at Fort Vancouver, in answer 
to a protest received from Governor 
Douglas : 

" As the military commander of the de- 
partment of Oregon. ilsBignod tothatconi- 
niand by the orders of the United States, I 
luvvo tlie honour to siiuc for your informa- 
tion tliat, by sucli autlioi iiy vested in me, 
I placed a mibtary eniiunand upon the 
islaiul of San Juan to protect the American 
citizens residing on Ibal island from tlie 
insults and iiuUgiiiliea wliieli tlie llritish 
aalhorities of Vancouver's Island and the 
establishment of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
iiaiiy liuve recently olfered them by sond- 
mg a British ship of w-ar from Vancouver's 

I. 'iland, to eonvev the chiof factor of the 
Htulson's Buy Co"nipaiiy to ymi .luaii for tlie 
purpose of seizing an Aiiiericaii citizen and 
forcibly traiiaporting him to Vancouver's 
Island, to be tried by Uritisb laws. 

■• 1 buve reported this attem]ited outrage 
t 1 my goveriinu'iit, and they will doul)lless 
seek the jiropcr redress from the liritish 
L'overmneiit. In tli" meantime. I have the 
honor to inform your lixcellency, 1 shall 
not permit a repetition of that insult and 
shall retain the command on San Juan 
Lslaud, to protect its citizens in the name 
of the United iSiateSi Until I receive further 
orders from my govornroent.

" You state that tlie reasons which in- 
duced you to take tluit course are the ' in- 
dignities and insults' wiiiidi the llritish 
et etc. 

■' fiithe reported outrage on an .Vnieri- 
ean citizen, 1 beK to give the most unliesi- 
tatiiig and uiupialilied Jeuial. None of II. 
NI. ships have t)een sent to convey the chief 
hu'tororaiiy olUccr of the Hudson's Bay 
("ompany to yan luan for tlie purpose of 
seizing a'n American citizen, nor ha.s any 
attempt everlicen made to seize any Amer- 
ican citizen and to tr;Liisi>i)rt him forcibly 
to Vancouver's Island for trial as repie- 
sciited by you. 

" I deeply regret 'hat Von did not com- 
municate Willi nie lor inCdrmiitinii uiion 
tlie subject ol the allu|>ed grievance; you 
would then liave learned huw unfounded 
was the coinphdiit, and tlie grave action 
you have tak-ni might tiave been avoided. 
1 also deei^ly regrft that you did not men- 
tion the matter verhivdy to nie when I had 
the pleasure of Meein>^ you at Victoria hist 
niuntli, for a few words from me would, I 
am sure, have removed from your mind 
liny erroneous impres.sious. and you woulil 
have ascertaineil persnnally from nie how 
an.\i(jiis I have ever h^en to co-operate to 
the utmost of inv I'ower with the ollicers 
of the I'. S. gove'riinieiit in any measures 
which uiight be iiintujiUy beiieiiciul to the 
citizens ot the two countries.

" .Volwithstaiiding their helbgerent atti- 
tude, lie I'lumper Went on surveying for 
the light house to be erected at Rocky 
Point. The Governor ImJ been indefati- 
gable to obtain the Hijbt houses from H.M. 
government, and had succeeded, and now 
they .stand a nionunieiit to his exertions."

FIGHT FOE A FOOTPATH. 

An Interesting Case in an EncUsli Conrt 
Over a Right of Way. 

A correspondent has sent in the fol- 
lowing rejiurt of an I'^nglisli case which 
ho tinnks in some points resembles the 
riglit-of-wav dispute now ))endiiig with 
respect to Victoria West ])ro]iert.y : 

At the Branlree petty sessions cm 
Monday, before Judge Harrison and a 
jury, a case of considerable interest to 
the public came on for hearing. Thomas 
Henry Sturgeon, a farmer and seed 
grower of Coggeshall, claimeii X!)0 dam- 
ages from Mr. W. Harris of West Sinitli- 
lield for tresoass. The court was 
crowded. Mr.' K. \V. Benham, ti.C, 
appeared for defendant, and Mr. F. G. 
Durliam for the plaintiff. From the 
evidence it would appear that Harris has 
gained a reputation for championing 
public rights. In the present instance 
believing that a footpath formerly ex- 
isted across certain lielda in the jiarish, 
he got U]i a meeting, and a large crowd 
of ])erHons headed by Harris cut their 
way through a high hedge, made a stage 
over a water stream and got up a de- 
monstration on the farm, declaring the 
path open to the public forever. The 
plaintiir adduced evidence to show that 
no iniblic path over existed at the place, 
hut tlu! defeiidaril's counsel called twelve 
old paiisbioners who had lived in the 
neighborlnxjd from childhood, and they 
all swore that a footjiath did exist there 
in their early <iays, anil that they them- 
selves as well as their fathers before 
them had used it. For the past thirty- 
live years, however, there had heen no 
footj)atli, and all passage had been oh- 
Htrueteil. The property had changed 
hands, and notice wiiriiing trespassers 
had been [itit up. The jury found that 
a path did formerly exist, and judgment 
was given for tlie defendant with costs.

" Tlio uiidorsignod, a delegation of Indian 
chief's, ill view of the hereditary right of our 
anoc-^try would resjiectfully represent: 
Tliut we were at the Indian depiirlnien t in 
the city of \'ictcuia thia duv at 11 (I'cluck. 
In ail "interview with M r. Vowell, Indian 
eomiiiissioner, we were informed Ijy an e.\- 
plunulion of liow that any person giving a 
potlatcli would be iiuprisoned for ni-\ 
months. It is the desire of the Iiidiun di- 
)iartiaeiit to civilize us, which meets with 
our approhation ; but we were born Indian^j, 
educated according to tli? laws of ournii- 
ce.stry, and, us nature dictates to-us we en- 
joy their vested rights as an inburitauce. 
\Ve came to Victoria to obtain our natural 
rights. 

" We see in this a contradictory state of 
afliiirs adorning your civilization'. Churclies 
are numerous I theatres uro located in the 
various sections of the town ; and saloons 
multiply in numbers; all of wliich are in 
conformity with your laws, consequently 
we wish to know whether the ministers of 
the gospel have annihiliated the rights of 
white iiieii in these jileasures leading to 
heaven anil hell exactly in dillereiit direc- 
tion.-i.

YACHTING IN ENGLAND. 

The New Yacht WhUh is Being Built for 
1 KaUer Wllhelm to Beat the 

'• Britannia." 

London-, I'eb. 22.— The racing yacht 
which the Hendersons an; building from 
George L. Watson's designs for the Em- 
peror William of tJermaiiy, modelled 
after the Prince of Wales' cutter Britan- 
nia, is being built secretly under tlie 
same shed as was used for the construc- 
tion of Valkyrie III. It will he neiirly 
not i|nile us lai'se as the Dunravcn 
syndicate boat. Preliminary work upon 
VValsou's latest is alread)' well advanced. 
Rumor has it that It will be coni[)lete(l 
in time to compete at theCowes regatta. 
Emperor William, it has long been an 
open secret, is iiiiite anxious to own a 
vachl callable of defeating hia uncle's 
swift cutter, and Watson said he had 
been promised :i stiff hoiuis if the I'im- 
peror'a new yacht proves to be a better 
boat than the Britannia. It was in Mie 
hopeof defeating the Britannia that the 
Emperor William purchased the 
Scotch cutter Thistle, which was de- 
feated in 1«87 by the Yankee sloop 
Volunteer in that year's series of races 
for the America's cup. Besides, the 
Britannia holds the German Emperor's 
ohallenge shield, a very valuably yacht- 
ing trophy, which was to bo 
sailed lor over a 120-mi)o course, 
around the Isle of Wight. If 
the Prince of Wales yacht wins it 
again this year the l^niperor's shield will 
remain the projierty of the Prince. It 
has to be won three times, and the 
Britannia 1ms already won it twice. 
This is the must interesting contest 
looked forward to diiriuL' the Oowes 
week, when the reiratta of the ]-ioyal 
Yacht Sqiiailron takes place. On the 
other hand, it has been stated that the 
Prince of Wales, in view of the death of 
Prince Henry, will not race the Britan- 
nia during the season of 189G. It is re- 
ported that the German Emperor 
18 so disgusted with the British 
upon liis message to President Kruger 
congratulating the latter upon having 
suppressed Dr. Jameson and theraiders, 
that he has expressed his determination 
not to visit England this year under any 
circuinstances.

TRANSVAAL AFFAIRS. 

Dr. Jameson Expected in London— Queen 
in Sympathy With the SulTerers — 
Boer Tallt of Independence. 

LoxnOn, Feb. 22.-01'. JulliOslOh and 
his otlicers are expected to arrive at 
Plymouth on Jlonday-. Preparations 
are being made to prevent a Chauvinist 
tlemonstration, aUd Wie pugnacious doc- 
tor will <iuictly 'leJiVe the steamer, possi- 
bly befoie she'll: docked. It is announced 
that the QuOon has sent a message to 
Presideiit'Kruger, in her own terms, ex- 
presBiiigsy'mpathywi til sullerera from the 
terrible dynamite explosion at Viedeti- 
dorp Tienr .Tohanneslnirg. Her Majesty's 
telegram is understood to hav(! been 
most cordial, and it is generally tlionglit 
that President Kruger will come to Eug- 
land. A dispatch from Cape Town, 
ij)uhlished to-day, has created a bad im- 
pression. It says ;" It is reported that 
the Boers intend to proclaim their inde- 
pendence of Great Britain on Feb. 2", 
the fifteenth anniversary of the victory 
at .Majubii, Hill, over the British under 
Genenil Colleye." The report, however, 
is not credited. 



Hav.ana, Feb. 22.— The Spanish col- 
umn Avhich has been operating against 

tliii insurgents has been engaged 
with the enemy, under Maximo 
Gomez and others, several times 
during the last few days, on the 
limits ot the province of Matanzas. It 
is asserted' that a small portion of the 
insurgent forces lias been able to enter 
Matanzas. The nuiiii body, it is added, 
has been obliged to retreat westward. 
A despatch from San Felipe says that a 
severe skirmish has taken place 
at the plantation of Guadita, resulting 
in the insurgents being conpelled to re- 
tire with the loss of 26 killed and 37 
wounded. Among the killed was an in- 
surgent colonel. This body of insurg- 
ents, it is said, hatl in recent lighting 
about 200 men wounded. .Advices just 
rei-i'ived from Aguacate say the sound of 
coiitinueii rille and artillery firing has 
been beard from there and it is8nppose<l 
that the column of Spanish troops under 
Hernande/ has again been en- 
gaged .with the insurgents. Colonel 
Peri/./.er reports liaving been engaged 
with 1,200 insurgents between Pedon and 
Dolorila. The insurgents left U killed, 
among them being Major Morejohn. 
Three soldiers were seriously wounded. 
Major Cable, telegraphing from the 
front, announced that his column of 
troops had been engaged with the insur- 
gents under Afeslre and R6jas at tlie 
lilantation of Buenavista. 

The insurgent leader Cartagena has 
iittaclced a detachment of Spanish troops 
at Tanama, province of Santiago de 
Cuba. The enemy was repulsed, Carta- 
gena WHS woundetl and twenty of his 
followers were killed. The insurgents 
have attacked the village of Casigue, 
jnoviiice of Havana, but were repulsed 
with loss. A telegram from San Jose 
de las Jas, in this jirovince, says that 
when the column of troops coninuuideil 
by Col. Tort was leaving that 
place firing was heard from the direc- 
tion of Zenea and Luz and detachments 
were pushed in tho'se directions, it being 
believed that the insurgents were re- 
treating before Generals Linares and 
Ahlecoa. The troops reached Zen^a,, 
when it was found that Maceo and oth'e* 
insurgent leatlers had been defeated in 
an ntteini)l to capture .Taruco, and Gen- 
eral Linares reported that he had de- 
feated the insurgents atMorales and was 
countermarching towards Cataliiia. ('ol. 
I'orl saw a great lire in the direction 
of Catalina and making a fon!ed march 
to tliat place found that Col. lleruandez 
had dislodged the insurgents there. 
Hernandez and Tort met ati the passage 
of the river Oje de Agua and soon after- 
wards the columns exchanged shots for 
thirty minutes with the insurgenta, six 
of whom were killed and many 
wounded. 

At Catalina the insurgents encamped 
at the plantation of Kl Gate for forty- 
live min'utes only before being dispos- 
sessed by the troops. The advance 
guards advanced smartly upon the ene- 
my, although the latter"kept up a well 
sustained lire from behind the fences 
and ruined houses, which forinetl a siMiii- 
circle of defence. The insurgents were 
estimated to number about 5,000, but 
they were dislodged by the artillery af- 
terilefending their positions wit li tenacity 
Four companies of Spanish infant"-y and 
a squadron of the Pizarro cavalry regi- 
ment charged the enemy after the artil- 
lery had done its work and the insur- 
gents retreated leaving sixteen killed 
and a great many wounded on the field. 
The main body of the inaurgentS r?- 
treiitt'd towards the Esperaiica moun- 
tains where Maximo Gomel! WlVo await- 
ing them. At Catalina the insurgents 
wr-re under the leadership of Zayas Car- 
denas and Miro. 
A telegram from Pedrozo an- 
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nounces that a column of infantry, cav- 
alry and civil guards has been engaged 
there with an insurgent force command- 
ed liy Gomez. The latter is said to 
have lost thirty killed. Although the 
insurgents were defeated at Jariieo, it 
is now known that they burned 132 brick 
and 50 wooden houses, in addition 
to 40 huts, and phintlered all the build- 
ings, except those on Real street which 
are fortified. The garrison of the fort 
and firemen surrendered to the insurg- 
ents after having exhausted their am- 
munition. Three of the garrison elocteil 
to remain with the insurgents but the 
rest refused to do so and were 
set at liberty. Among the houses 
burned at Jaruco was the city 
hall. The insurgents took all 
the money they could find in the 
town. The troops lost four wounded 
and the insurgents two killed on the 
field, and retired with their wounded. 
.V telegram from Matanzas thifi evening 
says the insurgent leader Tavaris had 
been killed near Cardenas, in that prov- 
ince. 

General Weyler says that he will 
pardon those insurgents who surrender 
at once to the government ofHcials. If 
those who surrender are found armed 
the second or third time he gives warn- 
ing in his statement just issued, that 
they will be subject to proceedings which 
may result in their being punished for a 
capital ofTence, The report is confirmed 
here of the death of Cartagena at Sagua. 
Cartagena was recently wounded in a 
battle with the Cubans and Spaniards.

A SEEIODS SITUATION. 

Matters In Abyssinia Have Assumed 
Crave Aspect Since the Recent 
Revolt. 

Rome, Feb. 22.— The Fanfnlla states 
that the military situation in Abyssinia 
has become very serious since the revolt 
of the black troops, which has disar- 
-anged the first lines of the Italian ad- 
vance. In two days the revolt spread 
over the whole of Agame. Rasahila 
is to the north of Adigrat, and 
is attacking the Italian commis- 
sariat. Should he extend his operations 
still further, Adigrat will be abandoned 
and the Italians will concentrate at As- 
mara. The members of the parliamen- 
tary opposition believe that last Mon- 
day's losses were greater than appeared 
from the ofiacial reports. A soldier 
named Avararo was shot for espionage. 
Should Captain- Leon tifF, the Kussian 
expeditionary leader, land at Massowah, 
he will be expelled. 



The editor of the Saturday Review, 
who is now in Capo Town, telegraphs to 
that paper: " 1 have drawn the atten- 
tion of ,1. Hofmeyer, leader of the Afrik- 
ander ))arty, toJir. Chamberlain's state- 
ment that he believetl Cecil Rhodes to 
l)e ignorant of Dr. Jamieson's intention 
toinvade the Transvaal. .Mr. Hofmeyer 
said: 'Then 2ilr, Rhodes must havo 
been less frank in his interviews with 
Mr. Chamberlain than he was in those 
with me after hia resignation.' " 

The new commander-in-chies, Lord 
Wolseley, has consented to preside at, a 
lecture Which will be delivered at the 
Royal United Service Institution some 
tiine in March. The lecture, which will 
be given by Major-General Moody, will 
deal with important questions relating 
to the employment of retired soldiers, 
sailors and marines. This ([uestion 
formed the subject of an exhaustive re- 
port of the select committee of the Ihnise 
of (Jommons, which sat in IS-'91aiid 18115. 

It is annoiineeil that a mass meeting 
of agents of the diil'erent British colon- 
ies is to be called iu order to take stei)S 
to enable English farmers to compete 
on much better terms with the farmers 
of foreign countries, by arni-iging for 
tlie cheaper transportation of English 
farm produce, etc. In addition an asso- 
ciation is in course of forma- 
tion, having as a nucleus a cap- 
ital of £20,000 to establish depots, 
in the towns and collecting stations 
throughout the country for the distribu- 
tion of produce, but a reduction in the 
freight rales on farm jiroduce must first 
In: secured, and later retail stores, if ne- 
ctissarv, will be established throughout 
the Ui'iited Kingdom. The scheme will 
also he extended in all probability to 
colonial products. 



CAPTAIN HBALY'S CASE. 

The Prosecution of the Commander of the 
Bear Closed. 

San Fuancisco, Feb. 22. — At tho con- 
clusion of Capt. Ilealy's testimony tho 
prosecution ulosed its case, as it had no 
evidence to offer in contradiction. Next 
Monday the court will hear arguments 
on the evidence, and then the entire 
matter will be referred to Washington 
Oity for final action.
